Boyg and girls of Indian des­ 
cent and of school age are admit­ 
ted, all w*earing uniforms, ana their 
training is both practical aud theo­ 
retical. 
The theoretical work consists 
of 
instruction in the eight grades of 
the common school branches. 
The 
same work is required as in the pub­ 
lic schools of the state, aud pupils 
finishing the eighth grade are 
ad­ 
mitted to the high schools of 
the 
state without 
further examination. 
At the present time there are se\ - 
en Indian children attending 
th^ 
Tomah high school, all graduates 01 
the Tomah Indian school. 
The practical instruction 
for the 
boys consists in w ork on the til rec­ 
ti undred and forty acre farm, most 
of which is under cultivation, 
f mier 
the able management of the instruc­ 
tor, the rotation of crops aud care­ 
ful scientific experimental work has 
teen carried 
on for several years. 
This experimental work is also 
of 
great value to the farmers around 
Tomah, as the farm is platted and 
careful record is kept of the effect 
gained in the rotation of different 
crops and the fertilizing of the soil 
on the various 
pedigreed 
grains 
raised in the different plats. Farm­ 
ers’ meetings are held several times 
throughout the year when they 
can 
see a demonstration 
of 
practical 
farming and observe which 
method 
brings the best result. 
l*ractiral Fdu< ation 
As the school also owns a 
large 
head of Holstein cattle, there 
being 
about seventy-five registered 
ani­ 
mals in the herd, the boys also re­ 
ceive instruction in stock raising and 
dairying. 
This 
with the manual 
training department and an engineer­ 
ing department enables them to get 
a practical education in any branch 
they may select. 
Practical education for the girls 
is gained through a domestic 
S il­ 
ence department. 
A large hospital,

and each Sunday they are allowed to 
attend any Tomah church which they 
please.

the British armies. 
Kitchener Dislikes Necessity Plan 
Ix>rd Kitchener said that he did 
not want to press 
compulsory ser­ 
vice except as a last resort. His per­ 
sonal plan, he said, was to divide 
the country into districts and to call 
upon each district for

number of men. If the quota was not 
forthcoming by voluntary enlistment. 
he said, the government should then 
resort to the draft among men elig­

Bernhard Shows Economic 
Wastefulness of Present 
System of River 
Traffic

NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 3 0.— 
Vision, ambition and energy are just 
as necessary to community as to in­ 
dividual success, and New Orleans is 
well supplied with these essentials. 
It makes no difference that the vision 
was seen with clarity only a little 
more than a decade ago. for the am ­ 
bition and energy developed then are 
rapidly making up for the somnolent 
years of arrested development. 
Few cities of the Mississippi can 
say as much. Most of them are doz­ 
ing. in uneconomic disarray, on the 
hanks of the great river that could 
float to market the goods of half the 
nation, yet whose current flows un­ 
burdened to the sea. They blame the 
river itself, the railroad, the ship­ 
pers, the trend of the times. They 
cannot see themselves as others see 
them. 
Oh, 
for 
a 
dozen 
municipal 
looking glasses and strong hands to 
hold them up. 
Must 
every 
shipper 
of freight 
along the Mississippi constitute h im ­ 
self a John the Baptist and cry the 
truths of economic transportation to 
a wilderness of deaf ears? Is it too 
much to expect that at some not far! 
distant day the scales will fall from 
the eyes of these river communities, 
that they will then see the vision as 
New Orleans has seen it, as New Or­ 
leans is laboring, to make the vision J 
real. 
A Worthy Ambition 
The ambition of New Orleans is 
worthy and well directed.

Terminals Needed 
"The greatest obstacle and handi­ 
cap 
to inland 
navigation 
in the 
I nited States today is the 
absence 
cf terminals. This is especially true 
of the Mississippi 
river 
which Is 
cited because its conditions are typi­ 
cal of the entire United States. On 
the Mississippi we are still living in 
the ante bellum days, 
where 
the 
drowsy negro roustabouts draw the I 
prosperous wages of 
$80 to $100 
per month, barring modern loading I 
and unloading apparatus. We on the , 
Mississippi are still content with mud j 
levees, slippery 
and 
cumbersome, 
and feel fully compensated for econ- 
omieal inefficiency 
by 
the 
great 
smoke stacks of our steamers belch­ 
ing forth clouds of smoke, in their | 
large whistles w hich are heard for | 
miles, and in the wheels that heat 
the water up in waves higher than a 
m an— steamboats 
having 
daily ex- j 
pense* which surpass the weekly ex­ 
penses of more modern craft of larg-j 
er capacity. So important Is the ter­ 
minal question that it may be said 
that the problem of inland transpor­ 
tation is more a shore than a water 
problem. Almost invariably the shore 
expenses are higher than the actual 
cost of transportation from harbor 
to harbor. With the present river ter­ 
minals. the 
height 
of inefficiency 
seems to have been 
reached. 
The 
shipper must carry 
his freight 
by 
wagon over 
poor 
roads, 
move it 
somehow down a poorly paved and 
unusually step hank, laboriously un­ 
load it by hand, roll it to the edge 
of a muddy levee, watch it until a 
steamboat 
may arrive, when 
it is 
carried, piece by piece and stowed 
away under the towering superstruct­ 
ure of an American steamboat, amid 
a forest of deck supports; and the 
process must he reversed at the other 
end of the voyage. The only excep­ 
tion to these conditions is the city 
of New Orleans, where covered sheds 
are provided and where mechanical 
loading and unloading devices are 
now used. Economical navigation of 
the stream or efficiency of the car­ 
rier are greatly handicapped under 
such conditions. The elimination of 
the steamboat gang 
plank 
as the 
highway of water traffic 
and 
the 
abolition of the roustabout are nee- 
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essary for restoration of commercial 
activities on the river. The modern 
river terminals, constructed by the 
combined initiative of state and m u ­ 
nicipality, with a municipally owned 
belt railroad, are to take their place. 
The passing of the gang plank is to 
be marked 
by the construction of 
concrete 
walls, 
against 
which 
the 
craft may be moored for convenient 
loading 
and 
unloading 
by huge 
cranes. Instead of the droll chants 
of the indolent nep»*o roustabouts as 
they toil with the 
.eight, we should 
hear the creak of machinery and the 
rattle of chains 
as the 
loads are 
hoisted from boat to warehouse. The 
old conditions along the levee must 
give way to immense warehouses and 
mechanical handling of freight; 
if 
river transportation is to be reviv­ 
ed.” 
I have quoted the above because it 
not only is a sound, com mon sense 
statement of the situation as it is at 
the present time, but because it ex­ 
actly expresses the views of the pro­ 
gressive people of New Orleans, who 
are spending millions to build e ffi­ 
cient terminals in order 
that the 
“shore problem' may be solved and 
the cost of freight handling reduced 
to the possible minimum. 
Great Projects Contemplated 
At the present time bananas and 
coal are the two commodities han­ 
dled most cheaply at the post of New 
Orleans. The banana conveyors and 
the coal tipples are the last word in 
modern construction and efficiency. 
The cotton warehouse, covering for­ 
ty-four acres, w h i c h . is now nearing 
completion, 
will add cotton to the 
list of most cheaply handled com ­ 
modities. As soon 
as this 
cotton 
warehouse 
is in 
operation 
other 
great projects will be begun. An im ­ 
mense warehouse for the handling 
of tobacco and coffee, another of 
equal size for the storage and hand­ 
ling of lumber and a third for mixed 
freight, are included in the plans of 
the dock board. All of these ware­ 
houses will be equipped 
with the 
latest type of freight handling m a ­ 
chinery and will reduce the tonnage 
charges to the lowest possible point. 
But New Orleans, in bidding for 
the trade of the Mississippi valley 
and preparing herself to perform a 
great service as the valley gateway, 
is going further than this. Not only 
does she desire to be in a position 
to handle all the business that comes 
her way from valley points, hut she 
desires to help finance that business 
as well. 
As evidence of this fact it is only 
necessary to call 
attention to the 
fact that New Orleans banks are now- 
soliciting the accounts of grain hand­ 
lers in the wheat belt of the middle 
west. Their methods are simple and 
effective. 
For example, the direct­ 
ors of a New Orleans bank approve 
certain credit lines for responsible 
grain shippers and then send an of­ 
ficer of the hank out to the grain 
belt to talk things over with the grain 
handler and get him to put his new­ 
line of credit to work. 
This enterprise and activity on the 
part of the New Orleans banks is 
symptomatic— as are all phases of 
the port development— of the new 
commercial era dawning at New Or­ 
leans and over the whole Mississip­ 
pi valley. 
Constitution Altered 
In order to help the New Orleans 
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banks help the grain 
handlers 
by 
adequately financing their operators, 
as well as to help develop the com­ 
merce and industry of the port in 
all directions, lo u is ia n a so changed 
its constitution in November, 1914, 
as to repeal all laws that were hos­ 
tile to business and investm ent cap­ 
ital and to enact, in their place, a 
scientific and highly favorable law. 
Under the operation of this new law 
many important 
banking 
accounts 
have been transferred to New Or­ 
leans hanks from other cities. The 
day 
the law became effective one 
such 
account, 
aggregating $7,000,- 
000 of annual deposits, was trans­ 
ferred to a New Orleans bank from 
a bank in an eastern 
city. 
Conse­ 
quently the New Orleans banks are 
more and more feeling the helpful 
influence of the new law and are 
now- seeking business— much of it in 
the upper \a lle y — for 
the em ploy­ 
ment of their resources. And all of 
this merely illustrates how- the val­ 
ley may, through systematic and con­ 
structive endeavor, secure many ben­ 
efits and business opportunities here­ 
tofore denied the people of the val­ 
ley. 
But these added benefits and bus­ 
iness opportunities will com e to the 
people of the valley in but one way 
and that way is— as I have reiterat­ 
ed at the risk of m onotony— to take 
advantage of 
the valley's 
greatest 
asset, the Mississippi river and act­ 
ually use that w-aterlink to the sea. 
That water link 
cannot 
be used 
without modern and efficient river- 
rail terminals and those terminals 
should he built, owned and operated 
by the river cities. 
New Orleans, no matter how many 
millions she may spend, cannot do 
the job alone. No other one city can 
turn the trick. But all of the prin­ 
cipal cities of the upper and lower 
river— working one for all and all 
for one— can restore a great burden 
of freight to the stream within a 
comparatively short space of time. 
Vision, ambition, energy and co­ 
operation will do w-onders.
